Professor Fyfe, of Edinburgh, once fasten- 
ed a beautiful spaniel by its feet, making a 
bole through its nose with a red-hot iron, 
through which he passed a thong to hold it 
more securely. He cut open its chest and 
belly to show his pupils the mntestinal orzans, 
The expression of agony when the animal 
showed its white teeth in its efforts to resist, 
according to an eye-witness, was most horri- 
ble! Professor, or, more properly speaking, 
the Bavarian Bracket, of Paris, once dug 
his own dog’s eyes out, then} destroyed 
its hearing and tortured it in every conceiv- 
able way; but, in spite of all this, the 
friendly creature licked the murderous hands 
of its fiendish master to the very last. The 

sume scientific devil, who sacrificed no less 
than 200 dogs in similar experiments, once 
cut open the womb of a pregnant bitch in or- 
der to establish the important fact that the 
dying mother would lick the young ones 
while thus- being brought imto the world! 
Prof. Schiff, of Florenee, so infuriated pub- 
lic opinion against him that be was obliged to 
flee to Geneva. He dissected alive 700 dogs an- 
nually, and in his book he thus coldly re- 
marks: **With many dogs, on their arrival 
atmylaboratory, I am obliged to cut the 
nerves of the voice, lest their nightly 
coneert may bring my studies into bad 
repute. yr. Ilarley yradually 
poisoned acat by small loses of arsenic, but 
so slowly that it lived for eighty davs! De 
Sanderson poisoned dogs with putrid matter, 
Which he injected into the blood, and Dr. 
Selig enlivened the. studies of his boys” by 
starving animals to death. Dr. Lege tortured 
sixteen kittens by binding the biliary duet, 
some of which died inseven, some in eizhteen 
and some in twenty days: and Dr. Werthein, 
of Vienna, killed thirty dogs in 1867 by pour- 
ing boiling water onfive of them, and the 
other twenty-five he saturated with turpen- 
tine: sothat the tirst were boiled and the 
others roasted alive, to the intinite gratifica 
tion, it mav be presumed, of his Ch: iss! 

‘*THE NOBLE HORSE.’ 

I will only add one other course to this feast 
of horrors, and that shall be the noble, grener- 
ous horse . 

At the veterinary school of Alfort, near Ly- 
ons,**deeds without a name’’ are daily per- 
formed. Injured or old horses which have 
served man faithfully and untiringly for a life- 
time are subjected to thirty or sixty experi- 
ments, such as boring the frontal cavity, am- 
putating limbs, piercing the eves, tearing off 
the hoofs—and all this is done uuder the pre- 
text of vciving manual skill to the students! 

Dr. Murdock relates one of his experien= 
ees: “SA Jittle chestnut mare, worn out in 
the service of man, had survived the Lume- 
rous tortures of one day,and no ionger resem- 
bled any creature on earth. Her thizhs had 
been cut open; the skin torn away, ploughed 
through with hot irons, harrowed with doz- 
eps of seatons; the sine ws cut through, the 
hoofs torn off, and the eyes piecreed.
